YV m. Brown, Esq., of Auburn, thought the 
report said chough about the system of slave¬ 
ry. The committee gave it a very bad char¬ 
acter. But when they came to sptiak of an 
individual who was currying it out, they hes¬ 
itated and blinked at hisguili; but the fact 
was the whole system was unrighteous from 
first to last, and he who owned nslave, was 
guilty of wickedness openly and above board. 

The report was read the second time by Dr. 
Stowe. 

Chancellor Walworth .stated the precise 
question, which came before the committee 
in preparing the report to he, not like subject 
of slavery in general, but only as the board 
had come in contact with it, at the Indian

here was a deep and righteous undei'-eurrent 
feeling of reprobation of slavery pervading 
that body—a strong and growing feeling in 
favor of taking decided and distinct ground 
upon it. While the hoard should by no 
means erect itself into an anti-slavery insti¬ 
tution, it ought to be careful not to render it¬ 
self a pro-slavery (me, either directly or con¬ 
structively. He looked upon it, as it stood, 
n the light of a question of confidence in the 
missionaries employed by this board, and he 
thought they ought to be confided in. 
llev. Jotbarn Sewell, of Maine, made 
faihlish remarks about a slave telling hi 
loved his master, that it would be a cm 
both masters and ilaves to liberate the slaves, 
but he hoped “in God’s good time” the ‘'chil¬ 
dren of 11am” would be relieved, (lie did 
tmt say what he-would have done with chil¬ 
dren of iSmencans.) 

Rev. Eli,iha White, D. D., of South Caro¬ 
lina, then rose, and said that when he heard 
ihe report read, at first, lie was surprised,and 
still more so when he heard the names read 
appended to that report: that so much wis¬ 
dom could have been so misdirected, in the 
production of such a report. Still more so 
when he listened to the remarks of gentlemen 
upon the subject, lo the explanations disclos-

Tire system had been meliorated where the 
missionaries had labored, and many slaves 
" re exemplary and pious. Among the 
choctaws reading the scriptures and praying 
hi different families is forbidden by law,which 
the committee regret. , 

After the report vvas read, the meeting ad¬ 
orned to afternoon, when the debate com- 
LncP,l. Judge Jessup of Penn., inquired 
whether it had been the practice of the board 
to dictate forms of church organization, or 
terms of fellowship. Mr. Green replied that 
it had not, but was left to the missions. Dr. 
Bacon said that was not the point in question 
-that it was on employing such missionaries. 

All abhorred slavery. 

But there is another inquiry—‘-What con¬ 
stitutes evidence of piety ?” The memorial¬ 
ists maintain that a- slaveholder, remaining 
such, cannot give evidence of piety, or be re¬ 
ceived into Christian fellowship. There 1 
differ from them; rny respect tor the New 
Testament forbids rue to agree with them; for 
in the churches that Paul established there 
vvsie “pistoi despotoi,” believing despots— 

slaveholders! and no two ways about it. 

The missionaries at the Sandwich Islands 
require total abstinence from tobacco, as a 
term of admission to communion. I do not 
say whether this rule, is right or not, (it would 
walk out some of the members of this hoard 
very quick, if I may judge by oeeular evi¬ 
dence,) hut they say the use of tobacco is so 
connected with vice in the minds of the Sand¬ 
wich Islanders, that the two cannot he separ¬ 
ated; and I am willing to leave it to their dis¬ 
cretion. 

But it is not enough to sustain this memor¬ 
ial, merely to show that the missionaries have 
fathered churches that contain slaveholders. 
Paul did the same thing; and 1 should like it 
if the report declared that slaveholding is not 
intrinsically a sin, and that we shall not he 
coerced into acting as if it were. 

Rev, Mr. Green remarked that be believed 
the sentiment alluJed to was embodied in the 

Rev. Mr. Root, of New Hampshire, op¬ 
posed the report, and took strong abolition 
ground against it, as sanctioning slaveholding. 
[N't sketch of Mr. Root’s remarks is given in

The llev. Dr. Dwight, of Portland, Maine, 
was in favor of free discussion of the subject. 

If there were those present who differed troiu 
the oommiitee, it ought to he allowed to them 1 
to say so, without invidious impntaiions. 
Great principles were involved in this ques¬ 
tion, having their response in every heart. 

He was not a so-called abolitionist; and 
yet he did lean to the idea that southern sla¬ 
very was inconsistent with the practice of 
true Christianity. He believed it to he at 
variance with the law of God, and every dic- 
tate of an enlightened conscience. Who 
coil look on it—on the separation of fami- 
lies it involves—the principle of concubinage 
which it sanctions—the introduction of a third 
culur, which would never have existed hud it 
hot been lor slavery—men lorbiddeu to teach 
ihoir fellow men to read their Billies—with¬ 
out being convinced that it was so? It was 
auhorent to the Bible, and to the principles 
which lay hack of the Bible—upon which, 
“>d the Bible never been written, would still 
have existed. 

The tone of fueling in his section of the 
country was in favor of good order; and there 
Was no such thing there as stifling public 
"pinion on this subject, or any other. The 
current sentiment there needed 110 tnouth-

the existence of that “under current” of 
feeling on it, which had been more than once 
adverted to on that floor. The report seemed 
to him to convey the idea—as a fundamental 
one,—that slavery is a moral evil,—a sin.— 
Dr. Bacon had said that such was not the in¬ 
tention of the report, and were that explana¬ 
tion to be adopted by the board, most gladly 
would he (Mr. White) have rejoiced. But 
there had been other explanations; and Mr. 
Stowe of Cincinnati, one of the committee, 
had put down slavery as a sin, per se. If this 
were so, in the opinion of the board, the 
port could not have his entire approbation :— 
because, if so, he stood there condemned. He 
claimed to act there as conscientiously as any 
other man present. Educated at the North, 
for twenty-five years he had lived at the 
South, where hie views had been essentially 
modified on this question; not modified in 
Ration to what the Bible teaches, but as to 
le true character of the institution now as- 
tihal. 

He thought the opinion that slavery was 
„ot necessarily and in ail cases a moral evil, 
generally prevalent south of Mason & Dixon's 


lie questioned the entire wisdom of the re¬ 
port It aimed at revolutionizing the social 
condition of man. It would not rest—abolish 
slavery in the Sooth, it would do the same in 
Africa*—would visit Europe—and seek to 
dri ve every evil out of the world, i 

Slaveholders are born into the world such, 
and cannot help themselves. He spoke of 
having administered the holy communion to 
masters and slaves at the same table, at the 
South— of the noble sacrifices made by the 
good Christians there, for the benefit of the 
Africans, and however much they might he 
reproached, he expected to meet them crow n¬ 
ed with honors,and rejoicing withftheir slaves 
n the kingdom of glory. 

The Rev. Dr. lde, of Medway, Mas; 
moke of the disaffection of many churches 
•pgard to the transt.ctions of the board, and 
1 he importance of doing something to set the 
matter riMit before them. He had hoped 
this report might be such as to harmonize the 
minds of the community on this subject.— 
There is a feeling in existence that the board 
pro-slavery body. We ought todo some- 
tmog to counteract this impression. Would 
1 he. committee have made such a report, had 
if' intemperance, or of fornication, 
been the evil complained of? Would they 
have made the exceptions and palliations 
they have done in this case? 'The board and 
the community should Mar their testimony 
against slavery as distinctly and as earnestly 
as against the sins enumerated—-for the 

strengthening of the hands of the missionar¬ 
ies, who ate in a position to operate upon it.* 
Adjourned till evening. 

Judge Darling, of Penn., said they were not 
there to discuss the evils of intemperance or 
slavery, and he hoped the report would be 

U l R e- v!' Amos^’phelps, opposed the report. 
Why, asked he, condemn the thing, and ex¬ 
cuse the man who does it? Wby call the act 
a sin and say that he who commits it may be 
„ Christian? Why place ourselves in the

(he further said,) was, in his opinion, the best 
guide they could have in the matter. It vvas 
revolting to his mind to hear this suhject dis¬ 
cussed in such a meeting as that. Had the 
Sandwich Islandsmissionaries spouted (a 
laugh) against the despotic government of 
that country, in the prosecution of their work, 
they could never have done the good they ac- 
mplished there. 

Rev. Dr. Tyler hoped it would lie unani- 
ously adopted, and the responsibility be left 
iih the missionaries, 10 whom it may be 
safely entrusted. 

Rev. Dr. Edward Beecher,of Boston, took 
the ground, that while slaveholding was 
wrong, it did not necessarily follow that a 
slaveholder was not a Christian. He said it 
listed in the primitive church. He drew a 
ibtle distinction between individual sins and 
ganic sins—in which last category he placed 
slaveholding, and found for it an excuse 
which individual sins could not claim. Soci- 
il evils, he contended, were to be gradually 
•eformed. He d d not deny but that the 
slaveholder now was more sinful than the 
’eholders in the time of the apostles; as he 
sinned against greater light. He did not be¬ 
lieve that it would always be possible lor a 
slaveholder to be a member of a Christian 
hurch. God will not always wink at what 
for a time He way endure. The time was 
coming when the duty of the Christian church 
to utter its rebuke of the system would he im¬ 
perative. He concluded his long speech with 
an expression of his wish that the report had 
been more decided in its expression of opinion 
as to the duty of missionaries in relation to 
the subject. 

Rev. l)r. YVisner, of Ithaca, defended the 

report, ami designated the oppoi 
being hut a mask under which a 
made upon southern slavery; not that among 
the Cherokees and Choctaws. He deplored 
the introduction Of such a discussion in that 
hoard there was no satisfying these aholiti 

•ede'them every thing, and they 
claim still more. And the llev. speaker ad¬ 
verted to the well known Sunday lecturing of 
Birney on this subject, and was making 
3 remarks upon the way in which the 
adoption of abolition sentiment had affected 
Mr. Gerrit Smith, when be was called 
der by a member, who objected to such an 
attack on the character of such a man. The 
chair, (Judge Williams, of Conn.,) pronouu- 
Dr. W., in order, and he went on to con¬ 
clude his remarks. 

(His reference to Mr. Birney was false, and 
3 rsortal attack on Mr. Smith ail outrage.) 

Dr. Anderson hoped a speedy action on this 
aestion. lie anticipated secession as thein- 
y liable consequence ofthedifference ofopin- 
jn existing in the hoard upon it; and ex¬ 
pressed the hope that such would be the re¬ 
sult, if without it this subject was to be al¬ 
ways brought up in the meetings of that 
board, abruptly. Adjourned, 

Thursday Morning. —Dr. Anderson said, 
yesterday he had wished that this discussion 
respecting the anti-slavery memorials should 
be brought to a speedy close; but, baviip* 
suited with others, and reflected more m 
ly, he wished it to be protracted utiin 
question was fully settled. 

Professor Stowe, of Cincinnati, said the 
suhject covered by the report was very nar- 
There are members of the hoard who 
ueuevC that there ought to he no admission of 
slaveholders in the mission churches, liut the 
great majority of the board cannot come to 
that principle—never. 

He armed at length that the Bible dealt 
iih social evils by “inculcating salutary pain- 
pies.” Referred to polygamy, despotism, 
ar, &c., and added: 

Now suppose the Bible has no more sym¬ 
pathy with slavery than with blood revenge 
polygamy, not a particle. But the way it 
...is treated was different, and far better than 
that of opeu denunciation. There was one 
law in the Mosaic code which tended to abol¬ 
ish slavery. The slave was not to be brought 
hack to Ms master; if he wtshed to leave a 
cruel master he might; and if a slave 
had as to leave a good master, probably be 
be worth keeping; .so nothing 


free himself, then too he is responsible; or

Rev. Mr. Ludlow, of Poughkeepsie, spoke 
some length, confining himself almost sole¬

llev. C. Webster, of Massachusetts, said he 
rose with great reluctance to express a senti¬ 
ment not in accordance With that of the chair¬ 
man ofthe committee. He would present a 
minority report. It might seem that he was 
arrogant in differing with men of greater ex¬ 
perience; but he loved the cause, and it w'as 
for this reason that he adopted his present 
course. If the spirit ofthe resolutions of Dr. 
Bacon were contained in the report, there w““

Mr. Perkins, of Philadelphia, moved the 
previous question, withdrew it, and then the 
amendment was rejected by a considerable 
majority. 

The question then came up on the adoption 
of the report, and Dr. DeWitt moved fhe 
ayes and noes; the roll v.as .called, and the 
result was:—Ayes, 85; noes, none- -only the 
corporate members present voting. So the 
report was adopted as containing the sense of 
the Board.

Hence the manifest duty of our Ex¬ 
ecutive to open a correspondence with the 
Executive of Virginia, so that such corres¬ 
pondence, by a resolution of cuf Legislature, 
rriay be land before Congress, and our repre¬ 
sentatives.be instructed to obtain if'possible 
the enactments of a law, providing a remedy 
in all similar cases. But, if we understand 
the Ohio State Journal, the Governor conclu¬ 
ded that in employing Mr. Vmto%.ke had ex¬ 
hausted his constitutional power. By the

He said that the board would 
never arrive at a final settlement of this ques¬ 
tion, until they placed it on the Bible ground. 
He insisted that the report did not deal with 
slaveholding as with gambling, drunkenness, 
theft and idolatry. He said that the great 
question was one of right not of expediency. 
He wished to stand on the Bible as his law 
book. He concurred in the great principles in 
the first part of the report, but the point on 
which he differed from the report, and from 
Dr Bacon, was this: he would make slave- 
holding itself pritna facie evidence against a 
man’s character, as well as the abuses ot ] 
slavery; he would make it itself a maltreat¬ 
ment and abuse. . .

could be induced to fill his place, he would he 
pelled to move the Court for a continuance 
of the case till the next term. 

'i he Court appointed Messrs. Fisher and 
Van Winkle, but they refused to serve in his 
place. 

Mr. Vinton rose to oppose the motion for u 
continuance.

In 
this way we maintained our ground, without 
yielding an inch, though nearly the whole city

without delay, although his property had all 
been destroyed, and we assured him the anti- 
slaverv people ofthe county would repair all 
damages. He did so—we got the paper out 
the next week without intermitting a single 
jmher, arid what we prophesied came to 
iss.

grist-mills, would that have implied a power 
to prohibit the establishment of grist-mills by 
others? 

“Congress shall make no law abridging the 
freedom of speech or of the press.” Does 
not “the freedom of speech, 1 ’ here secured, 
include the freedom of speaking to one anoth¬ 
er on paper? Or is this constitutional free¬ 
dom of speech confined to the use of the 
voice? A freedom of uo value to a deaf 
mute—a freedom that is different in differ¬ 
ent individuals, according to the power ot their 
lungs. 

“The freedom of the press” too—is it no 
freedom to send printed matter beyond the 
walls of the printing office? Oris it only a 
freedom to print books and papers, and pile 
them up to be eaten by inoths? 

Who dqes not see that “the freedom of 
speech and the press,” which Congress are 
forbidden to abridge, is, and must be, the 
freedom of communicating one’s thoughts to 
other men in any honest way he pleases, or 
that tho constitutional freedom secured to us 
is all a humbug? 

If we are obliged, in communicating our 
thoughts to each other, to employ the gov¬ 
ernment, pay the government, or ask per¬ 
mission of the government, is not our free¬ 
dom abridged, and the constitution viola¬ 
ted? 

Mr. Woodbury said, in substance, in the 
Senate, that if the question were a new one, 
these prohibitory laws could not stand it one 
hour. Well, is not the constitution the same 
how that it was when it was new? Have
